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KPFA-OUR  PURPOSE 

As  a  listener-sponsored  station,  we  are  free  from  the  normal  restrictions  and  inhibitions 
of  commercial  radio.  We  attempt  to  discharge  our  special  responsibility  to  the  people  of 
the  Northern  California  area  with  vigor,  intelligence,  imagination  and  hope— hallmarks 
of  a  vital  present  and  a  worthwhile  future  without  which  a  station  such  as  ours  would 
have  no  excuse  for  being.  We  try  to  be  different  in  a  way  that  makes  a  difference  to  the 
cultural    life   and   political    health    of   our   community. 

Our  approach  to  broadcasting  is  more  permissive  than  restrictive,  more  bold  than  cau- 
tious, and  more  naive  than  cynical,  because  we  believe  that  these  attributes  hold  the  secrets 
of  growth  and  true  wisdom.  We  choose  to  focus  on  the  positive  cspects  of  our  freedom;  what 
we  are  freed  for,  rather  than  what  we  are  freed  from.  We  recognize  four  basic  freedoms: 
FREEDOM  TO  SERVE— By  tapping  the  creative  resources  of  our  own  community,  we  give 
a  hearing  to  deserving,  but  unknown,  literary  or  musical  talent,  we  provide  a  forum  for  a 
full  discussion  of  local,  national  and  international  affairs;  and  we  serve  Northern  California 
by  being  an  active  participant  in  its  cultural  and  intellectual  life.  In  our  children's  programs, 
we  are  free  to  offer  entertaining  and  educational  listening  without  soliciting  boxtops. 
FREEDOM  TO  EXPLORE— In  our  public  affairs  broadcasts  and  special  reports,  we  are  free 
to  probe  beyond  the  superficial  level  to  those  greater  depths  and  higher  strata  where  the 
rarer  gems  of  truth  are  found.  Our  programs  are  designed  to  stimulate  our  listener,  and 
are  not  necessarily  confined  within  the  brackets  of  any  pre-set  time  periods. 
FREEDOM  TO  INNOVATE— By  broadcasting  original  plays,  special  interviews,  and  other 
types  of  programs  not  yet  conceived  of,  we  are  free  to  create  new  formats  and  recombine 
old  ones,  so  that  radio  can  achieve  its  rightful  status  as  a  provocative  and  intimate  com- 
municative medium.  We  can  afford  to  risk  without  fear  of  the  consequences  on  a  popularity 
rating  scale. 

FREEDOM  TO  CHALLENGE— Our  view  of  current  happenings  and  long-term  trends  in  the 
community  and  the  world  can  be  fresh  and  insistently  honest,  equally  free  to  challenge 
the  dogmas  of  the  avant  garde  or  the  traditionalist,  the  intellectual  or  the  anti-intellectual, 
the  happy  few  or  the  complacent  many,  as  the  occasion  requires.  We  frankly  admit  our 
prejudice— against  the  pretentious  in  any  form  or  walk  of  life.  Sacred  cows  find  no  sanc- 
tuary  in    our   studios. 

We  have  no  commitments  other  than   to     these   ideals.

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NEKRASSOV  (June  19):  Jean-Paul  Sartre's  latest  and  extremely  exciting  play  is  a  complete  de- 
parture from  his  other  work.  An  uproarious  farce,,  it  nevertheless  embodies  a  serious  political  mes- 
sage and  illustrates  the  playwright's  particular  brand  of  irony  which  shows  how  political  and 
philosophical  divergencies  can  be  established  as  identical  viewpoints,  the  difference  being  one 
of  nomenclature.  Georges  de  Valera,  an  international  swindler  nearing  the  end  of  his  tether 
after  being  hounded  down  by  the  police  of  several  countries,  is  about  to  commit  suicide.  Just  in 
time  he  has  one  more  inspiration  and  evades  arrest  by  pretending  to  be  one  Nekrassov/  a  Soviet 
diplomat  rumored  to  have  deserted  to  the  West.  Voluntarily  becoming  the  exclusive  property  of  a 
virulent  reactionary  popular  evening  newspaper  to  whom  he  presents  himself  in  Paris,  he  hood- 
winks the  entire  country.  The  false  Nekrassov  shows  himself  to  be  a  Dostoievskian  Hamlet,  cynically 
extending  the  tentacles  of  spiritual  corruption  to  all  who  come  within  his  orbit.  The  play  enables 
Sartre  to  make  much  satirical  game  of  journalism,  politicians  and  the  French  government.  The 
play  was  first  produced  in  Paris  in  1955,  and  was  later  produced  at  ihe  1957  Edinburgh  Festival.

'Go  to  h—!'  'Get  out  of  the  —  way!'  All  of  us  have  met  with  these  'bowdlerisms'  during  our 
reading.  They  represent  social  outcasts  of  the  English  language,  words  which  at  various  stages 
of  history  it  has  been  impossible  to  publish,  words  under  a  ban.  When  social  usage  alters, 
some  of  these  words  struggle  from  banishment  into  print— thinly  disguised  perhaps,  as  in  'not 
Pygmalion  likely!'  Even  people  who  strongly  disapprove  of  them  recognize  their  existence  by 
referring  to  them  as  'unprintable/  'unparliamentary,'  'blue  pencil'  or  simply  as  'four-letter  words.' 
Today,  when  almost  everybody  can  read,  they  are  an  important  social  problem.  One  of  the  first 
to  devote  all  his  powers  to  solving  it  was  Dr.  Thomas  Bowdler  (1754-1825).  He  wanted  to  rid 
Shakespeare's  plays  of  expressions  so  crude  that,  to  quote  his  own  words,  'a  father  cannot  read 
them  aloud  to  his  children,  a  brother  to  his  sister,  or  a  gentleman  to  a  lady.'  When  his  FAMILY 
SHAKESPEARE  came  out  in  1818  it  had  an  enormous  sale;  and  what  might  have  been  an  editorial 
freak,  remembered  only  by  scholars,  became  a  major  influence  en  the  reading  public.  For 
Bowdler  did  not  do  things  by  halves.  He  cut  out  not  only  words,  phrases  and  lines,  but  entire 
scenes,  often  with  serious  structural  damage  to  the  greatest  works  of  art  in  the  language.  Time 
has  taken  its  inevitable  revenge  on  Bowdler,  who  currently  rates  as  one  of  the  most  ridiculous 
figures  in  literary  history.  What  was  he  really  like?  Before  collecting  material  for  his  program  ("The 
Trial  of  Dr.  Bowdler,"  Sunday,  June  19),  Laurence  Kitchin  thought  of  him  as  a  'prurious  old  pe- 
dant, cut  off  from  the  world.  That  was  very  far  from  the  case.  He  was  an  active  philanthropist, 
with  a  knack  of  turning  up  in  the  trouble-spots  of  Georgian  England,  the  horrifying  underworld 
recorded  by  Hogarth.  Life  taught  Bowdler  to  regard  morality  as  a  branch  of  current  affairs,  and 
his  belief  that  reading  can  influence  behavior  is  entitled  to  consideration  by  our  society,  which 
has  had  to  contend  with  the  pulp  magazine.'
